' Permanence of’ agriculture was de- 
nendent in a’ great measure to the 
‘onservation of water, said H, L. Gray, 
eneral | manager of the Eastern’ Irri- 
itlon District with headquarters at 
‘rooks, who addressed more than 4 
‘ od people at a Board of Trade 
anquet held reeently in the Knox 
‘ted Church assembly hall at Drum- 
2.ler, . 

Farming on large scales with the 
removal of natural vegatation, which 
the speaker referred to as insulation, 
had assisted in magnifying drought 
conditions, There was nothing left to 
hold moisture, With tifls gone to a 
great extent, precipitation is allowed 
to quickly run off and leave the land 
dry again. It is quite apparent in this 
province that a great many of the 
lakes and sloughs are drying up, and 
in some cases, they do not exist any 
longer, The rivers are also running 
less water than they were some years 
ago, 

Water conservation has a direct 
bearing on rivers, Mr, Gray told his 
audience, and illustated this and 
other points by displaying a series of 
well-defined vharts. One chart show- 
ed the “run-off” of the Bow River { 
a@ period of years, observations taken 
at Bassano, and it was proved that 
the “run-oft’ from the river was 
greatly lessened following the build- 
ing of the Ghost River Dam, west of 
Calgary, in 1980. The Old Man river 
at Lethbridge, which ran high, almost 
to flood proportions last spring now 
is In danger of running dry, Mr. Gray 
stated, and at the present time it 


is reduced only to a small stream. . 
US-UANGHAKIE Conservation — 
‘Showing a map of the United 
States. divided intn twn orees emeto 


and west from the one hundredth 
meridian, the speaker pointed out 
that the westorn half of the country 
was affected by drought conditions 
over large areas and went on to tell 
of the many water conservation pro- 
jects which were being undertaken, 
costing hundreds of millions of dol- 
lara yearly -in this development, Thé 
Grand Coulee Dam in Washington 
was a project of great magnitude It 
was quite noticeable that in the past 
few years there has been a decided

Mentioning the Prairie Farm R 
habilitation Act, Mr. Gray stated this 
was passed when the Bennet Govern- 
ment was In power, and is being car- 
ried on under the King regime.
